BASKETBALL REVIEW 



Armijo* s 1937-38 basketball season, while not being as 
successful as the 1936-37 campaign, provided the fans with 
many exciting, hard-fought games that made the local sports 
enthusiasts forget the Indian’s long line of victories, and 
enjoy the toughest competition the S.C.A.L. has seen in years. 

After seeing the turnout for basketball, Coach "Buck" 
Bailey anticipated a strong Bee team, weak C team and a me- 
diocre Varsity five. He based his opinions on the fact that 
the B quintet was made up of two veteran members of his B 
team of the previous year that had gone to the semi-finals 
of the C.C.H.3.A.L. Thus he had a B team made up of exper- 
ienced, championship players. The C team wasn’t conceded 
much of a chance to take the County title because three of 
the first-stringers were Freshmen, and therefore quite inex- 
perienced. The Varsity was the "X" squad. During the pre- 
vious year, Armijo’s varsity won but one game on the whole 
schedule, and three members of that team were candidates for 
this year’s quintet. How good would the varsity be this year? 

The beginning of the practice season found everything 
working out as predicted. The Bee’s, although troubled with 
the wrong mental attitude, managed to win most of their prac- 
tice games. It was to their advantage when they lost because 
it helped them mentally. The C’s struggled through the prac- 
tice season with but few victories. The varsity lost most of 
its games but all by one or two points. 

Then into the league campaign! The first tilt was a- 
gainst Rio Vista who was supposed to have powerful A and C 
teams. Playing on Rio’s court, the Armijo midgets surprise 
everyone by taking a lead which they held at halftime. How- 
ever, inexperience told its tale in the final half as tne 
River boys swept past the Indians to win by a 21-11 score. 

The B’s took the floor and easily polished off the Ram light- 
weights by a 27-16 count. Then came the Varsity contest. 
Armijo took an early lead which she held until the third 
quarter when a Rio Vista rally pulled the Rams out in front 

to win 29 - 23 . 

While Rio Vista was entertaining Arm: 1 jo, Vacaville had 
gone to Benicia, and everyone was much surprised to hear, 
that the Benicia Varsity handed Vacaville a severe whipping® 
Also, the Vacaville B’s licked Benicia by a 71-20 score. 
Therefore, Benicia must have a strong A quintet and Vacaville 
a powerful B team. 



The second league game was against Benicia on the Armijo 

floor. The C’s and B’s won easily, the former 29-5 and the 
latter 44-11. The fans expected a real tussle between the 
varsity fives but were surprised to see Armijo’s defense stop 
every Benician attack while the Indians poured it on to win

The following week, Armijo was the host of Vacaville. 

The Indian C’s showed surprising improvement as they took 
the measure of the Bulldog midgets by a 19-11 count. The 
B contest was hard-fought from the opening whistle on as 
the Armijo’s "X" team looked good as it drubbed the Bulldogs 

29-15. 



Then news came from Benicia where Rio Vista vied 
with the Benicia fives. Benicia varsity had taken the Rio 
Vista heavyweights into camp. This upset put Armijo out in 
front with two wins and one loss. Rio and Vacaville each had 
one win and two losses, and Benicia was tied with the Indians 
with two wins and one defeat, 

Armijo’s next games were at Benicia. Benicia A’s were 

yet to be defeated on their home court. The Indian C’s held

on to their second place standing as they defeated the Benicia 
ites 33-15. The B’s won 41-16 to keep their record .clear , and 
the A’s showed amazing ability as they drubbed the Benicia 

team 37-17 . , 

Rio Vista evened her early season defeat at the hands 
of Vacaville by soundly thrashing the Bulldogs. Evidently 
the Rams were coming out of a two weeks slump. 

Nov/ came the return engagement with the River boys. If 
Armijo’s C’s lost, they were out of the running for the Cham- 
pionship. If they won, they would earn a tie with the Rams. 
Rio Vista took the floor with a confident air. They didn’t 
expect any trouble from Armijo. However, they soon found out 
that the Armijo! tes were not nearly as weak and inexperienced 
as in the first encounter, for the Indians swept into an 
early 11-1 lead which they never relinquished as they went 
on to win 25-17. The B’s retained their hold on first place 
by defeating the Rio B’s 40-23 and then the varsity contest 
got under way. Armijo took an early lead and for awhile 
threatened to build up a large score, but the Rio Vista quin- 
tet staged a rally that overhauled the Indians and gave the 
Rams a last-minute 30-27 victory. It was the second time 



that Rio had come from behind to nip the Armijo five, and it 
put the two teams into a tie with Benicia for first, Benicia 
having licked Vacaville a second time. 

It was now necessary to win throe games from Vacaville, 
Armijo’s ancient rivals. The C’s had to win in order to gain 
a play-off with Rio Vista. If the B’s lost, they would be 
thrown into a tie with the Vaca B’s. If tho varsity lost, it 
would lose its tie with Rio, and the winner of the Benicia- 
Rio Vista tilt would be champion. 

Much to the chagrin of Armijo supporters, the Vacaville 
C*s were a greatly improved team and had little trouble in 
crushing Armijo’s title hopes with a stinging 24-12 victory. 
The Indian B’s, determined to not let this same fate befall 
them, turned in a great game of ball-handling and shooting 
to win by the score of 32-21. The Varsity licked the Bull- 
dogs 32-18, to gain a play-off with Rio, who defeated Benicia. 

Armijo Bee’s were now S.C.A.L. champs. They were the 
only team to go through the league schedule undefeated. The 
varsity play-off ended just as the other two games had. Ar- 
mijo led throughout the contest but lost out in the final min- 
utes by a 27-25 score. 

Now the B’s, seeking further laurels, went to Sacramento 
to meet ;he I ragons in a play-off for the Big Five champion- 
ship. Sacramento had a strong team and built up a large lead 
on the shorter Armijo team in the first few minutes. At half- 
time the Dragons led 14-6, and at the third quarter mark were 
in front 25-14. Armijo supporters had just about given up 
hope when the Indians started a rally that pulled them up to 
u 26—26 tie with the Sacramento boys just before the gun went 
off. Although they had outplayed their opponents in every 
department luring the final quarter, the Armijoites lost their 
pep after a five minute intermission before the extra period 
and lost out 30-26. 

Thus ended a season that started with a wondering out- 
look, headed into tho final strotch with great possibilities, 
and ended very dismally. Few pennants were won, but much 
material was discovered that will mako next year’s teams tho 
finest in this part of the state l

The Varsity basketball squad, competing in a wild cam- 
paign which saw every team defeated at least twice, con- 
tinued in first place until the final stages of the schedule 
when she was toppled from the first place by a team that had 
been beaten by teams the Indians licked, but which the 
Indians could not lick themselves. 

This team was Rio Vista, who beat Armijo in the first 
league game of the year. Until then, the Indians had had a 
mediocre practice season, winning less than half, of their 
games. The river boys beat the Armijoites 29-23 after being 
behind for three-quarters of the game. 

In the second league encounter, Armijo polished off 
the then unbeaten Benicia five 46-31. Vacaville unset Rio 
the same night to put all four teams into a tie. 

The following week, Coach "Buck" Bailey’s Varsity quintet 
handed Vacaville a 29-1 3 licking. Benicia defeated Rio Vista 
at the same time to put Benicia and Armijo at the top. 

At Benicia a few days later, the Indians won 37-17 to 
take an undisputed hold on first place.

Armijo handed Vacaville a 32-18 beating to gain a play- 
off with Rio who had eliminated the Benicia five.

For the second consecutive season, the Armijo B quintet 
marched through the county league schedule undefeated only 
to meet their Waterloo in a playoff for the championship 
of another section. 

From the first of tho season, it was well known that 
the B’s had a strong outfit, for two of the members were 
veterans of the previous year’s championship five, and three 
had been regulars on the 1937 Central Cal championship C team. 
With such experienced men in every position, and several very 
capable reserves, the squad appeared to be headed for a very 
successful year. 

After losing three games during the practice season, 
all because of over-confidence, the B’s started their league 
camnaign with a 27-16 victory over the highly rated Rio Vista 
lightweights. This was followed by an easy 44-11 win over 
Benicia and the Indians found themselves facing the powerful 
Vacaville Bulldogs. The tiit was a hard fought defensive 
tussle, Armijo eking out a 17-16 decision. Against Benicia 
the Indians won 41-16 and then- licked Rio 40-23 to take a 
definite hold on first place. In playing Vacaville for the 
deciding game the Indians played a superb brand of basketball 
to win 32-18, giving them the S. C. A. L. Championship. 

The contest with Sacramento for the Big Five Championship 
ended in a heart-breaking defeat. Sacramento accustomed to 
their large floor built up. a 14-6 lead by halftime and xvere 
leading 25-14 at the third quarter mark. A spirited rally by 
the hard fighting Armijoites pulled them up to a 26-26 dead- 
lock just before tho final gun, but their pop was lost in 
waiting for the overtime period and they lost out 30-26. 

It was a tough one to lose for the Indians had one of the 
finest teams Armijo had had in years and it was only that Sac- 
ramento also had a powerful team together with the advantages 
of a home court that they were able to defeat the fighting 
Fairfield boys. The five regulars were: Jack and Jim Hop-
